This rumor was pretty generally believed, yet on silt-
ing it, we could npot find any confirmation sufficient to
satis'y vs. No such news, we know, had been received
at Magnolia, the beadquarters nearest to Jacksonville,
and from which alone any reliable “inforgation could
have been brought by the train.

The enemy has fallen back from Trenton, 80 that no
immediate advance is in progress in tLe direction of
Goldsboro’.

A SzasoxanLk Fanr.—Salt has declined wonderful,
ly in Charleston to the great disappointment of the
speculators in the necessity. A letter dated the 9th,
published in the Mobile News, says :

A month ege Liverpool sait brought in this market
28210 per sack : three days ago, at one of the large carzo
sales, which had assembled bidders from every porticn
of the Confeleracy, a large lot of Liverpool salt was
put up. With some difficuity, the anctioneer obtained
a single bid of $75 per sack. The bidder, finding him-
self the only bidder, contented himself with taking five
sacks, the minimum quantity allowed by the term ot sal=,
The remainder of the salt then went off, in amall quanti-
ties, at the successive and conztantly decreasing bids of
365, $60, 350, and finally less than forty dollars per

ack. I need not add that this amazing fall woke up a
good many who have been dabbling, shrewdly, as they
supposed, in the treacherous and uncertain merchandise.
The true cause of the decline is of course to be found in
the extensive and successful operations of the salt ma-
kers on this ccast whose name is legion, and who, by

MEBRAGE OF GOVEIRNOR VANCE.

With he flight of time great events have occurred and
are now crowding upon us. Bince your adjournment in
December, the izvaders of our State have concentrated a
large force upon our coast, and are again threateniog our
remaining seaports and lines of commuvication. Eve:y pre-
paration possibla has heen made to receive 'hem and it is
hoped not with ut success. s

Still much remains to be done to strengthan cur army
and to add to its efliciency. I beg leave respectiully te of-
fer a few suggesiions to yoo op this subject. The Liost se-
rioua cvils with which our Generals have to conrtend ars the
ireffizient exscutien of the conecript law and the alarming
inorease of desertions in the aymy. A long absence from
hemwe, amid the severe hardships of our rapid and wonder-
tul  ampaigups, naturally tends to produce these eff .cts <ar
ing » proiracted war. To arrest these d=lingoents and re-
turn them to duty, the militia have heretefore been employ-
ed with some degree of ~occess, bat latterly they heve been
found inc¥icient, owing to the many obstacles interpossd
by the law. Should an officer start ont to arrest a deser
ter, the friends of the latisr ba-e omly to give the alarm
and spirit bim out of the way, or the officer isresisted with
open viclecce. _

As desertion ispota crime known to the laws of thie
Htute, these persons who thus shield the deserter from ar-
rest, are liable Lo no punishment. The consequence is that
nombers of desertera are concesnled in many parta of che
Btate, and handing together for compa and mutual pro-
tection, depredate upon the citizens ne&r them, thus form-
ing a kind of outlawed population in the midst of our quist
and orderly people _ y

This state of things, rainoms alike to the discipline of
our army and the morals of our people, ought not to be
suffered to eontipue and ought to be prevented, in my
opinion, by a little prudent legislation. With the consent
of the highest military authorities from whose commands |
they are abs=nt, I propese to give absentees from the army
without leave, by proclamution, thir'y rays in which they
may return to da'y tree of pouishment, avd after thit Mme
to make them liable, fer their delinquensy, to the s2verat
penalties of the law. To enable the autherities te effect
their arrest, I- recommend, (a8 I had the honor to do so in
my regular meseage to you) that the militia laws be po
